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Hospital's 
supporters 
hear plans 
for future 

AN £11 million investment 
plan for Oswestry Ortho¬ 
paedic Hospital has been 
revealed as part of its bid to 
be the best specialist centre 
in the UK. 

The Oswestry hospital 
held its first annual meeting 
as a Foundation Trust last 
week when the vision for the 
hospital was unveiled. 

During the past year the 
hospital has seen £5 million 
ploughed into a new 
entrance and other areas, as 
well as equipment. 

Chief executive Wendy 
Farrington Chadd said over 
the next three years there 
were plans to invest a fur¬ 
ther £11 million. 

“The hospital’s aim is to 
become the leading centre 
for Orthopaedic care in the 
UK and we have a pro¬ 
gramme in place to support 
that,” she said. 

“We plan to work from 
our new entrance ‘down the 
corridor’ bringing areas 
such as diagnostics and the 
waiting area to the same 
standard.” 

We have just bought new 
operating tables and there 
are further plans to upgrade 
and modernise in theatres 
including in anaesthetics.” 

Other plans for the next 
three years include re¬ 
designing and updating 
wards and theatres and pro¬ 
viding new accommodation 
for the orthotics manufac¬ 
turing department. 

Hospital chairman Rus¬ 
sell Hardy said: “We aim to 
offer outstanding patient 
care to every single patient, 
every single day.” 

inquest date 
in pilots case 

THE inquests of two pilots 
who died when their plane 
crashed near Welshpool will 
be held on October 24. 

Bob Jones, 60, owner of 
Welshpool Airport and for¬ 
mer EasyJet pilot Steve 
Carr, 55, from Ruthin, died 
on January 18, when the 
Piper Navajo plane they 
were flying in came down on 
Long Mountain. 

Mr Jones, who was also a 
farmer, founded Mid Wales 
Airport, near Welshpool, 
which was built on his land 
in the early 1990s. 

Road reopens 

A BUSY road in Oswestry 
has been reopened after a 12 
month closure. Old Fort 
Road has opened after a 
year’s work renewing vital 
pipes carrying water from 
Lake Vyrnwy to thousands 
of homes in Merseyside by 
United Utilities engineers. 


Anger grows as ‘preferred route’ is unveiled

ANGRY protesters have stepped 
up the fight against huge pylons 
across Mid Wales and Shropshire 
after National Grid confirmed a 
preferred route for its scheme. 

After months waiting for power chiefs to 
announce a decision, the protesters claimed 
Tuesday’s announcement only strength¬ 
ened residents’ resolve to see the scheme 
scrapped. 

Hundreds of campaigners from Mont¬ 
gomeryshire Against Pylons (MAP) staged a 
placard-waving protest on Tuesday night in 
Cefn Coch, near Llanfair Caereinion, the 
site of National Grid’s planned substation. 

Concerns that protestors could swamp a 
National Grid briefing to county councillors 
in Welshpool yesterday (Wednesday) forced 
the police to intervene. 

Police, concerned for public safety,

requested the meeting be switched from the 
Town Hall to the Powys offices at Neuadd 
Maldwyn. 


A spokesperson for Dyfed Powys Police 
said: “Due to the number of people expected 
to attend, the current refurbishment work 
at Welshpool Town Hall, and the associated 
public safety concerns we advised that the 
venue for the meeting be changed.” 


National Grid bosses want the 400,000 
volt line to run from Cefn Coch to Lower 
Frankton, near Oswestry, to link windfarms 
in Mid Wales with the national power net¬ 
work in England. 


Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
branded the power giants’ decision an out¬ 
rage and said local authorities would be 
forced to break the bank in legal costs to pro¬ 


tect its communities. He said: “National 
Grid’s announcement is an outrage. The 
company is spending millions on the 
instructions of massive foreign energy com¬ 
panies, which are also spending millions 
foisting their grotesque structures on our 
countryside and it’s all at the customer’s 
expense.” 

Pressure 

North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson 
vowed to keep up the pressure on the com¬ 
pany to install power lines underground. 

“This is just a proposal and there is 
absolutely no point building expensive 
infrastructure if the windfarms are not 
built,” he said. 

Jonathan Wilkinson, chairman of MAFj 
described the route as ‘hideous’ and said the 
scheme was solely about the company max¬ 
imising profits. He said: “National Grid 
seems to have little regard for Mid Wales 


with these destructive plans they have 
brought forward.” 

But land surveyor Chris Jones, of Shrews¬ 
bury’s Berrys, warned campaigners not to 
expect much of the route to be underground. 

“With the cost of underground routing 
being many times higher than overhead 
lines, it is probable that the vast majority of 
the line will be above ground,” he said. 

“This will therefore have a greater impact 
on land management and local amenity and 
could potentially blight land and property.” 

Company bosses said the route had been 
chosen because it would have the ‘least 
effect’ on views, tourism and cultural her¬ 
itage. Kevin Rendell, external affairs man¬ 
ager for National Grid, said: “We have 
carried out a huge amount of consultation 
and we have listened to what people have 
told us.”

DAIRY farmers in Mid Wales 
say they will hold no further 
protests while the Olympics 
are on, after making ‘signif¬ 
icant strides’ towards a bet¬ 
ter deal on milk prices. 

Members of the NFU Cymru 
Montgomeryshire branch met at 
Welshpool Livestock Market to dis¬ 
cuss the dairy situation, which last 
week saw milk giants lift their 
threat to impose big cuts on the price 
they would pay farmers from yester¬ 
day, August 1.

Farmers said they were delighted 
that progress had been made, but 
warned that battles still lay ahead. 

They also said they would take 
their campaign to the internet. 

About 50 attended the 20 minute 
meeting on Monday, with NFU 
Cymru bosses saying that while the 
fight was going well, the future still 
needed securing. 

All the country’s biggest milk sup¬ 
pliers have reversed price cuts fol¬ 
lowing protests by dairy farmers. 

Jonathan Wilkinson, NFU county 
deputy chairman, said that while he 
was pleased with how protests over 


the past few weeks had gone, now 
was the time to call a temporary 
halt. 

“What we do not want to do is 
protest during the Olympic Games 
as we do not want to be seen as caus¬ 
ing a distraction or, indeed, a disrup¬ 
tion to one of the biggest events in 
the country’s history,” he said. 

“It could backfire if we protest 
now, so we should have a couple of 
weeks off, but we all must make sure 
that every day we pick up the phone 
or speak to someone about this cri¬ 
sis, because we don’t know what will 
happen in future. 


“Something else I have thought of 
is that we should all think about 
going to social networking sites like 
Twitter and Facebook and spreading 
the word on there as supermarkets 
notice what is being said about them 
and they won’t like it if they keep 
seeing bad comments all the time.” 

Chris Jerman, a dairy farmer 
from Chirbury, added: “There is still 
a lot to be done. One thing that does¬ 
n’t sit well with me is that we have 
to give three months notice to quit, 
but they only have to give us one 
month’s notice when they want to 
cut what they are paying us.”

Morrisons to be at the centre 
of £45m town development

SUPERMARKET giant Morrisons 
will be at the centre of a £45million 
development in Oswestry, creat¬ 
ing more than 300 jobs, it was 
revealed this week. 

The deal has brought Oswestry’s updated 
and improved livestock market a step nearer. 

Those behind the complex, which will also 
include a cinema, said work could start on 
the livestock market within six months. 
After that it could take up to a year before the 
shopping and cinema side of the develop¬ 
ment begins. The development will create 
more than 400 jobs. 

Planning permission was granted in 2011 
by Shropshire Council for the redevelopment 
of the 32-acre Smithfield Livestock site on 
the Shrewsbury Road. 

Half the site will be retained for an

improved and updated livestock market with 
the other half becoming a shopping and 
leisure complex. 

At the heart will be the Morrisons super¬ 
store and a CineUk five screen cinema. 

Confidence 

Big name restaurants, Frankie and 
Benny’s and McDonald’s have also taken out 
leases on the site. 

Morrisons says it will employ 325 staff with 
40 others employed in the cinema, 65 at 
McDonalds and 30 in Frankie and Benny’s. 
Chris Towers, for developer Liberty Mercian, 
said: “This is fantastic news for us. It pro¬ 
vides real confidence to the scheme. “Mor¬ 
risons is an incredibly popular supermarket 
operator.” Oswestry Mayor, Councillor Mar¬ 


tin Bennett said: “The town council is 
delighted that progress is continuing and that 
in partnership we can deliver a project which 
benefits the town and farming community 
alike at a time of difficult, economic condi¬ 
tions. 

“It is testimony to the fact that Oswestry 
does have a bright future that firms like Mor¬ 
risons want to invest here.” 

Roy Jones, chairman of Oswestry Cattle 
Auctions, said: “We are so pleased that mat¬ 
ters have progressed in what can only be 
described as difficult retail trading times, 
enabling us to move on with the Smithfield 
regeneration that we as operators have been 
seeking for many years. 

“We will now finalise our part of the 
detailed planning matters and envisage mak¬ 
ing a physical start on our Smithfield project 
in early 2013.” An application for ‘reserved

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Victim's grandson's death 
threats to killers' families

THE grandson of an 87-year-old pensioner who died in hospital a 
month after being brutally attacked by burglars at his Oswestry home 
has been found guilty of threatening to kill family members of the two 
men jailed for his manslaughter. 

Lee Nicholas Davies told a court he was ‘emotionally shattered’ after the death of his 
grandfather, former marine Charles Green, in June last year. 

He admitted at Telford Magistrates Court to writing a letter making threats against fam¬ 
ily members of Danny Keeble and Peter Marston, who were both jailed for 15 years each at 
Stafford Crown Court for Mr Green’s manslaughter. 


Man is due in 
court to face 
drugs charges 

A 26-YEAR-old Oswestry man has been 
charged with two drugs offences after police 
carried out a search warrant at a home in 
the town. 

He will appear before Shrewsbury magis¬ 
trates on August 9 charged with supplying 
cannabis, a Class B controlled drug, and 
also possession of cannabis with intent to 
supply. 

The charges arise from a search warrant 
under the Misuse of Drugs Act carried out 
at a house in Morda Road on May 10. Offi¬ 
cers seized a quantity of cannabis and more 
than £1,000 in cash. 

The 26-year-old has been given police bail 
pending the court case. 


The court heard Davies handed the letter 
in to his GR Dr Santiago Eslava, on May 24. 

The doctor then passed it onto police, who 
set up an armed siege before arresting the 
38-year-old at his home in Ambleside Road, 
Oswestry, later that day. 

Davies denied making threats to kill but 
was found guilty by magistrates following a 
short trial on Tuesday. 

Cry 

His solicitor Steven Scully said it was a 
‘misguided cry for help’. 

And Davies, in the dock and talking about 
the contents of the letter, added: “I would 
never have done any of this. I just wanted 
help and I did not know where else to turn.” 

But giving evidence, Dr Eslava said: “He 
was desperate. He could have been seeking 
help but the threats were very real to me.” 

Mrs Abigail Hall, prosecuting, said: “The 
note speaks for itself. The doctor believed it 
was a real threat and he was truly concerned 
the threats in that letter would be carried 
out.” 

Magistrates adjourned the case for a pre¬ 
sentence report to be drawn up and bailed 
Davies until August 22.

FENCING surrounding a 
children’s holiday club cen¬ 
tre has been burnt by van¬ 
dals stopping children from 
going out to play. 

Staff at Kidszone in East¬ 
ern Oswestry Community 
Centre, in Cabin Lane, had 
to keep the children inside 
this week and they will not 
be allowed out again until 
the fence is mended. 

Police are treating the 
incident, which is believed to 
have happened sometime 
over the weekend, as arson. 

Kerry Onions, Kidszone 
manager, spotted the dam¬ 
age when she arrived at 
work and said a tyre and a 
section of fencing had been 
destroyed by fire. 

“There is a gaping hole in 
the fence and the children 
can’t go out,” she said. 

“We have extra children in 
the holiday club. They can’t 
go out and I have to explain 
why. They are asking why 
someone would do that. It is 
not fair on the children.” 

Richard Ewels, a 
spokesman for West Mercia 
Police, said they were treat¬ 
ing it as arson and also crim¬ 
inal damage. Police are 
appealing for witnesses to 
call 0800 555111. 
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Parking 
fees will 
increase at 
hospitals 

PATIENTS and visitors will 
be charged up to 75 per cent 
more to park at Shropshire’s 
two main hospitals, health 
chiefs have confirmed. 

Hospital bosses have said 
they will axe the current £2 
flat rate and replace it with 
payments based on how long 
people stay. 

The changes will see visi¬ 
tors charged £3.50 if they 
park for more than five 
hours, while the cheapest 
rate will be £2.50 for up to 
two hours. 

Health bosses have 
slightly reduced the rates 
originally proposed last 
month following a furious 
public response to plans to 
charge £4 for more than four 
hours at the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury and Telford’s Princess 
Royal hospitals. 

Following a board meet¬ 
ing, hospital bosses have 
extended the proposed free 
parking period from 20 to 30 
minutes. They have also 
increased the cheapest £2.50 
rate from one to two hours. 

The trust’s interim chief 
executive Steve Peak said: 
“The board agreed it needed 
to find ways to lessen the 
impact of the original pro¬ 
posals. The board made 
some important changes to 
reflect the feedback we have 
heard.” 

“We are aiming to make it 
a lot easier for people to pick 
up and drop off relatives by 
offering free parking for up 
to 30 minutes.” 


Shoe shop set to close 
after 100 years’ trading 


A SHOE shop which has been open in 
Oswestry for more than 100 years is set to 
close with the loss of seven jobs. 

Stead & Simpson in Bailey Street will close because of 
‘poor performance and rising costs’, according to staff. It 
was decided the location had become ‘unsustainable’. 

The shoe shop employs six part time and one full time 
member of staff but workers have not been told the date 
trading will end. Staff were 


said to be ‘upset’ at the 
news. 

No one was available from 
Stead and Simpson to com¬ 
ment. 

But the announcement 
has been met with disap¬ 
pointment by business and 
civic groups in the town, who 
have blamed the planned 
closure on the economic cli¬ 
mate and falling footfall in 
the town centre. 

Jobs 

And it has led to calls for 
efforts to be made to encour¬ 
age more visitors to 
Oswestry. 

Martin Anderson, chair¬ 
man of Oswestry Chamber 
of Commerce, said: “It is dis¬ 
appointing, it’s a loss to the 
town and staff will lose their 
jobs.” 

Councillor Saffron 

Rainey, Oswestry Civic Soci¬ 
ety chairman, said the shop 
had been in the town in one 
form or another for more 
than 100 years. 

“I think it is a victim of 
many things,” he said. “One 
of them being changing fash-

ions and one of them chang¬ 
ing costs. 

“They have been here for 
more than 100 years and 
they have been on that site 
for the whole time. I think it 
is a real shame. It is another 
example of the pressures on 
the high street at national 
brand levels.” 

He said the closure could 
be evidence of a falling foot¬ 
fall in the town, which he 
believes has been happening 
over the past five years. 

He said the town was com¬ 
peting against others such 
as Welshpool and Shrews¬ 
bury. 

“I think Oswestry should¬ 
n’t kid itself,” said Council¬ 
lor Rainey. “In my view we 
have got some really good 
retailers and independent 
shops. 

“The experience of the vis¬ 
itor needs to be improved.” 

He said he believed there 
were more charity shops in 
Oswestry than food shops.

A SHROPSHIRE disc jockey 
has set off on a 100-mile 
walk to raise money for a life 
saving defibrillator for his 
son’s school.

“I was surprised to learn 
that Bryn Offa School at 
Pant didn’t have a defibrilla¬ 
tor so decided to raise the 
money to help them buy 
one,” he said. 

Richard plans to walk the 
100-mile length of Offa’s 
Dyke from Monmouth to 
Llanymynech in five days 
and left on Monday. 

“I have never done any¬ 
thing like this before so 
really don’t know what to 
expect but it was the only 
way I could think of raising 
the £1,200 needed,” he said. 

“I think its vital that 
every school should have a 
defibrillator. The equipment 
is so important in the event 
of an emergency and is a 
proven life saver.” 

Richard, has already 
raised promises of £700 
sponsorship and has now set 
up a Facebook page where 
people can give.

National Grid 
eyes power 
plans date 

A FORMAL planning application over con¬ 
troversial plans to build pylons in Shrop¬ 
shire and Mid Wales could be submitted by 
next year, National Grid chiefs said on Tues¬ 
day 

The company said it was aiming to submit 
the final plans to Powys County Council, 
where the proposed substation at Cefn 
Coch, near Llanfair Caereinion, is located, 
by 2013. 

But a question mark remains over who 
needs to grant permission for the proposal 
to connect the windfarms and substation to 
the existing network at Lower Frankton. 

In a statement on the planning process, a 
spokesman for National Grid said: “At this 
stage, we expect the planning application 
for the substation to be submitted to Powys 
County Council. 

“The consenting body for the connection 
is unclear until the final design is decided. 
For a connection that is overhead or partly 
overhead, an application for development 
consent would be submitted to the Infra¬ 
structure Planning Commission, or its suc¬ 
cessor.” 

National Grid estimates that 2014 would 
be the earliest any decision would be made 
on an application and predicts that con¬ 
struction could take place later that year, 
although 2015 is thought to be more realis¬ 
tic due to delays the project has already 
faced so far.

THOUSANDS of Shropshire and Mid 
Wales residents and campaigners 
face an uphill battle to stop massive 
pylons being built across miles of 
green open countryside. 

On Tuesday, officials at National Grid 
announced the preferred site for a substation in 
Cefn Coch, near Llanfair Caereinion, and a 
route of pylons and underground cables linking 
up with an existing power line at Lower Frank¬ 
ton in north west Shropshire. 

The aim is to increase the number of wind- 
farms in Mid Wales transporting electricity to 
the National Grid as energy consumption 
steadily rises in the coming years. 

Several other routes were considered includ¬ 
ing from Cefn Coch to Wigmarsh or from Aber- 
mule to Lower Frankton, Wigmarsh, or Walford 
Heath. 

But despite National Grid claiming that local 
views have contributed heavily in their final 
route decision, campaigners who have fought so 
hard against the scheme since it first emerged 
in March last year are unlikely to give up with¬ 
out a fight. 

They have staged frequent protests over the 
proposed development including a demo last 
June when an e-petition containing more than 
3,200 names was handed in to the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly. It said the proposal equated to ‘environ¬ 
mental vandalism’ and that whatever the proj¬ 
ects final cost it would be a shocking waste of 
public money. 

Shropshire Council’s cabinet also registered 
objections to the idea, with council leader Keith 
Barrow arguing more windfarms and pylons 
was not the way forward and that the consulta¬ 
tion had pitted one community against another. 

Campaigners say pylons will blight areas of 
countryside they hold so dear as well leaving 


homeowners more open to health risks. In a 
survey carried out by Welshpool Town Council 
more than 80 per cent said they were ‘con¬ 
cerned’ about the development, and the Shrop¬ 
shire branch of the Campaign to Protect Rural 
England was concerned about the impact the 
proposals could have on the economy, boosted 
by millions of pounds from tourism each year. 

But National Grid says it is 10 times as expen¬ 
sive to lay underground cables, which are also 
more difficult and costly to repair. It says the 


planned scheme will make use of both pylons 
and underground cabling but it remains to be 
seen which will be used more. 

The gas and electricity company has been 
swamped with more than 6,500 comments, 
which has caused continuous delays to the proj¬ 
ect. A decision was initially expected last Sep¬ 
tember and then in May this year. 

National Grid hoped to start construction on 
the plans by 2014, which now seems unlikely 
due to the long drawn-out process which people 


say has left a cloud of uncertainty hanging over 
their communities. 

They say they have listened to consultation 
responses closely which told them that parts of 
the corridor in the Vyrnwy Valley could be par¬ 
ticularly sensitive to an overhead line. Their 
work also suggested that there are areas where 
engineering and other challenges would make 
laying underground cables difficult. 

The company also said it had listened to spe¬ 
cialist bodies on the effects of a connection in 
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battle as route unveiled 



the Powys uplands, which meant they had made 
some changes to the route corridor to provide 
more routing options. 

Jeremy Lee, National Grid’s lead project 
manager, defended the scheme and said it was 
necessary to meet the UK’s growing energy 
needs. 

He said: “Over the next decade, the country 
must make the major investment needed to 
deliver energy security. 

“This project is just one step towards meeting 


National Grid’s challenge to modernise and 
extend the existing energy infrastructure to 
ensure reliable power supplies for the future 
and help meet carbon reduction targets.” 

In order to provide a transmission connection 
for the Mid Wales wind farms, National Grid 
maintains that significant transmission infra¬ 
structure is required. Without this, they say it 
is highly unlikely the Welsh Assembly Govern¬ 
ment’s target of 2GW of onshore wind farm 
capacity by 2015/2017 will be met. 


Mr Lee added that, after listening to the 
views of campaigners, different types of pylon 
designs could be used. They could include vari¬ 
ations of the newly designed T-pylon. 

In October last year Danish engineering firm 
Bystrup won a competition to find the next gen¬ 
eration of electricity pylons with their T-pylon 
design. If used, it would see 105ft pylons weigh¬ 
ing up to 20 tonnes rather than the traditional 
‘triangle’ design which typically stands at 165ft 
and weighs more than 30 tonnes.

It could prove to be a double blow for people 
in Oswestry and north west Shropshire after 
council officers were given permission to review 
revised plans by Power giant SP Manweb to 
build pylons from Oswestry to Wrexham as part 
of a £13 million plan to upgrade its supplies. 

The 13-mile scheme was scrapped three years 
ago following major concerns from residents 
that it would destroy views over the Llangollen 
Canal and areas of open countryside but follow¬ 
ing alterations it has now been revived. 


Wind farms 
plans aired 
at meetings 

A SECOND round of public meetings and 
information events will take place across 
Shropshire and Mid Wales in August over 
National Grid’s wind farm plans. 

Five events will be held in communities 
potentially affected by the announcement 
of its preferred site for a new substation at 
Cefn Coch and the route to the existing elec¬ 
tricity network across the Mid Wales and 
Shropshire Countryside. 

Officials at National Grid say the events, 
which will start next week, will give people 
an opportunity to talk to the project team 
and ask any questions they have about the 
project and what happens next. 

After this there will also be further public 
consultation on the substation design and 
route options within the route corridor and 
the types of pylons used. 

Other issues the public feel are important 
such as transport, construction and possi¬ 
ble effects on communities and tourism will 
also be discussed. There will be a range of 
ways to get involved, including drop-in 
events, workshops and meetings. 

A spokesman for the company said: “All 
will be widely publicised and we hope people 
will continue to get involved and provide 
feedback.” 

The first information event will be held at 
Llanymynech Village Hall on August 7 
between 2pm and 8pm, and then a day later 
Cefn Coch Cwm Llanllugan Community 
Centre in Powys will hold an event at the 
same time. On August 11a meeting will be 
at Meifod Village Hall from 10am to 4pm 
and then at West Felton Village Hall and 
Llanfair Caereinion Public Hall on August 
15 and 16 respectively from 2pm until 8pm. 

There will also be chance to review the 
documents National Grid intends to submit.

CAN DISMISSED SELF-EMPLOYED WORKER TAKE ME TO A TRIBUNAL? 

Q: I engage a number of entertainers to work in my restaurant bar six nights a week. They work on a rota basis and are treated as part of the team, attending 
meetings etc., but they are all self-employed. One of them has let me down several times recently, and because I was unable to fill her slot in time I decided 
to terminate her contract and engage someone more reliable. Now she says she has made an appointment to see a solicitor about taking me to a tribunal for 
unfair dismissal because she had a valid reason to be off work. How can she do that when she is self-employed? 

A: If your entertainer is unquestionably self-employed she cannot take you to a tribunal for unfair dismissal. However, I am slightly concerned by the fact that 
you say she attends meetings, is treated as a member of your team and appears to have a contract requiring her to turn up to work under your management, 
on your premises, on a regular basis, at specific times. The definition of self-employment could, under those circumstances, be in question. 

In a recent tribunal case it was ruled that because there was a degree of control by the management, combined with the regular nature of a rota, an 
expectation of work was created which was tantamount to ‘employment’ and the restrictions and disciplinary procedures imposed effectively created mutuality 
of obligation between the parties. 

It is not unusual to use self-employed workers to add flexibility to the work force, but business owners must ensure that they get the details of engagement 
correct in order to protect themselves and prove the worker’s self-employed status. Getting it wrong can be costly, so taking legal advice to clarify that the 
terms of any agreement are in line with your intentions before you engage someone can be advantageous.

Aspirin worry hits headlines 


I WAS glad that at long last the press 
have highlighted how doctors are 
handing out aspirin too readily to thou¬ 
sands of patients with common heart 
rhythm problems, putting them at risk 
of strokes, experts have warned. 

The report estimates that 360,000 
patients with life threatening heart 
conditions known as atrial fibrillation 
(AF) go untreated or are wrongly using 
aspirin. 

AF which affects up to one million 


people in the UK, can cause the blood 
to pool and clot, increasing the risk of a 
stroke fivefold. 

The new report says anti-coagulant 
drugs are the most effective way of 
stopping AF strokes, yet GPs persist in 
prescribing aspirins. 

The Stroke in Atrial Fibrillation 
Expert (Safe) report shows that about 
three out of four AF patients are eligi¬ 
ble for treatment with anticoagula¬ 
tions. 


Yet, currently only half of patients 
diagnosed with AF and at risk of stroke 
receive warfarin, the current standard 
treatment, said the report. 

AF is responsible for 45 per cent of 
all embolic strokes and the Dept of 
Health says that three-quarters are 
preventable.

THE Royal Mail had its prof¬ 
its ‘looked after’ to the tune 
of £200 million a year by gov¬ 
ernments for 20 years.

Bosses at Welshpool Livestock Market have moved to save energy bill 
costs by installing the latest solar panel technology.

BOSSES at Welshpool Livestock 
Market have moved to save 
energy bill costs by installing the 
latest solar panel technology. 

And the market has used a Welshpool 
company to install 178 solar photo-voltaic 
panels to improve their carbon reduction 
and save £9,400 from their annual energy 
bills. 

ZeroC, Welshpool’s renewable energy spe¬ 
cialists, have installed the panels on the roof 
of the market. The array of silicon wizardry 
will produce 21,731 kilowatt hours of elec¬ 
tricity every year, reduce the market’s car¬ 
bon footprint by 18 per cent, and cut over 
£9,400 from their energy bill. 

“Although the building is only three years 
old and is already quite energy efficient, 
with a B efficiency rating, we are always 
looking for ways to reduce our running costs 
and our carbon emission,” said Tony Evans, 
A director at Welshpool Livestock Market 
and Partner at Morris Marshall and Pooles. 

“This will really help us to move forward. ” 

“I have great respect for the team at 
ZeroC when they came up with the idea of 
off-setting our carbon footprint by using 
solar panels, we were keen to get the ball 
rolling.

Police phoneline upgrade to help 
shorten waiting times for callers 


POLICE in Powys have upgraded the non-emer¬ 
gency phone line for people reporting incidents. 

Dyfed-Powys Police has upgraded the 101 serv¬ 
ice to give callers a list of pre-recorded options to 
help reduce waiting times. 

Benefits will include faster reporting of inci¬ 
dents and partner agencies will also benefit by 
being able to directly dial internal extension 
numbers. The phone system will also be bi-lin- 
gual. 

Callers will automatically be directed to the 
force in the area they are calling from. They will 
be able to select options to either report a new 


incident, receive an update on existing incidents, 
get general information or advice, dial a direct 
extension number or all other inquiries. 

If an incident is recognised as an emergency, it 
will be upgraded and prioritised. 

The police aim to answer 90 per cent of new 
incidents reported within 45 seconds. 

Superintendent Huw Meredith, head of cus¬ 
tomer service delivery, Dyfed-Powys Police, said: 
“101 is an excellent service for the public if they 
need to report incidents of crime, disorder or anti¬ 
social behaviour that do not require an emer¬ 
gency response. Our new upgraded service will 


improve efficiency even further, which is good 
news for our communities. 

“Using 101 for non emergency incidents will 
free up capacity on the 999 system so we can 
make sure that emergency calls relating to life or 
death situations, crimes in progress or violent 
incidents can be dealt with in the fastest possible 
time. 

“We want everyone to be as familiar with the 
101 number as they are the 999 number, and use 
it appropriately,” he added.

Hip patients are pain free 
and mobile more quickly 


PATIENTS having hip replacements at 
Oswestry Orthopaedic have seen their stay 
in hospital halved in recent years. 

At the annual meeting of the hospital, 
patient Trevor Powell stayed on after his dis¬ 
charge from the ward to show those at the 
meeting how quickly he was recovering. 

He ‘starred’ in a talk by hip expert, con¬ 
sultant Mr Robin Banerjee who said gone 
were the days when patients woke from 
operations feeling sick, dazed, in pain and 
unable to move. 

“We have gone away from using morphine 
based anaesthetics that have such side 
effects to a lighter anaesthetic which, 
patients said, they wake from with no pain. 
They are soon having a cup of tea and some¬ 
thing to eat and, if we do not get them up and 


walking on the same day, it is the next day.” 

He said the new methods had seen the 
average length of stay for hip replacement 
patients cut from six days to three days. 

“Patients are less likely to get blood clots, 
they have less pain and we can get them 
home more quickly. They free up beds and 
reduce cost and risk of infection for 
patients.” 

Mr Powell, 69, from Llanfyllin, told the 
audience he had had his operation late on 
Monday afternoon. 

“I was walking on Tuesday and dis¬ 
charged today! Thursday),” he said. 

“I couldn’t walk 100 yards before, I was in 
so much pain,” he said. “Today I walked all 
the way from the ward to the meeting with 
no pain at all. It is incredible.”

THE Clywedog Reservoir in Mid 
Wales could play a crucial role in 
preventing flooding along the 
River Severn in Shropshire. 

Environment agency officials are to look 
at improving the forecasting of river levels 
and managing the reservoir to allow more 
rainwater to be stored there in bad weather. 

It would mean that in the days before 
heavy rainfall is due water would be 
released from the dam early, flowing safely 
through the River Severn, before the 
storms.

Wales several action points were agreed 
which, farmers say, will hopefully lead to 
the Clywedog Reservoir contributing much 
more to flood alleviation downstream on 
the River Severn.

Mother helps others after 
flesh-eating bacteria fight 


KATY Yates was in terrible pain days after having an emergency cae¬ 
sarean section not realising she was actually suffering from a flesh¬ 
eating bacteria. 

The 31-year-old mother had never had a caesarean section before so tried to put up with 
the pain as much as she could, hoping it would soon ease. 

But nine days later doctors realised she had contracted necrotising fasciitis. She was 
rushed into surgery where she had the 45cm x 9cm x 7cm infected area cut out of her lower 
abdomen. She said: “I was in a lot of pain. I thought it was just from the caesarean as I 


have never had one before. 

“I got the infection after my caesarean 
section, which I had to have as an emergency 
seven weeks early due to pre eclampsia. 

“Nine days later I was rushed into theatre 
for the first of three operations. It was 
extremely serious and after a short stay in 
intensive care I was in hospital for a further 
four weeks.” 

That was in March last year and after the 
infected area was cut out she was back on 
the road to recovery. 

Katy and daughter Phoebe are now happy 
and well, but the memories of the pain and 
fear are still etched in her memory. 

She is now determined to help others 
going through the same thing and has 
become a trustee of The Lee Spark NF Foun¬ 
dation, which helps people affected by the 
infection. 

She now wants to raise money and aware¬ 
ness for the cause. “The mortality rate is 
quite high for the disease,” she said. “The 
bacteria eats through the tissue - it can 
spread as fast as an inch an hour.” 

In March this year Katy swam the equiv¬ 
alent distance of the English Channel in her 
local pool raising £5,500. She has now 
teamed up with fitness instructor Danni 
Evans, Fitness2improve founder, to create 
the new fundraising initiative Pledge2Shed 
to help raise funds for The Lee Spark Foun¬ 
dation. This initiative is for people wanting 
to lose weight. They can make a cash pledge 
to the charity and have a year to complete

their challenge in time for a fundraising 
ball. 

“People across the country are taking 
part in Pledge2Shed and we want more peo¬ 
ple to join in,” Katy said.

So far 11 people have already taken up the 
challenge and in the first week of it running 
they have already lost just under four stone 
between them.

Birds hiding away as they 
begin to shed their feathers 



AUGUST is traditionally known as a quiet 
month as far as birds go. For many of us, birds 
are our main glimpse into the natural world 
and to be denied it is somewhat puzzling, if 
not down-right frustrating. 

But where have they all gone? Well for the vast majority, 
the answer is: nowhere. August is the month when most 
birds undergo their annual moult. This does, as you can 
imagine, make them rather susceptible to predators and so 
many simply skulk around in the undergrowth, only flying 
when they absolutely need to. However, this period of 
dishevelment does not last long and towards the end of the 
month, our garden visitors should be back. 

However, the birds we do lose semi-permanently are the 
swifts. They are some of the first migrants to go, and 
although I’ll miss their insect-catching antics, water skim¬ 
ming and nest building, it’s the sheer profusion of bird-life 
that attracts me most to these noisy, wheeling, aeronautical 
aces. Oddly enough, even if (heaven-forbid) we are in the 
middle of an ‘Indian summer’, swifts will not stay. They 
seem to be slaves to an ancient body-clock, pulling them 
invisibly but forcibly back to the tropics. 

Yet few will leave before their ‘golden handshake’ - an 
event so unmissable that it’s worth delaying your holiday 
for (if you’re a swift that is). At some time this month we 
will witness the annual mating of swarms of garden ants. 
On a given day millions of these tireless engineers will lift 
off and fill the atmosphere in one giant invertebrate cloud 
and the birds know it. Swifts, swallows and martins take it 
all in their stride, being professional catchers of flying 
insects, but there are others who seem simply to think they 
should join in and give it a jolly good effort. 



House sparrow 

They are not so much Olympic athletes, rather hopeful 
amateurs whose attempts at imitating the skill and success 
of our perfectly evolved insect-catchers, means that occa¬ 
sionally they come home with the goods, but more often 
than not, they don’t. 

Profusion 

But as we lose one charismatic feathered character, we 
gain another. Actually, we gain an alternative profusion of 
bird-life. In fact, this one never left, although you may have 
thought so recently. House sparrows make an effort to start 
where the swifts ended. They are not so graceful in flight of 
course and they are not as efficient insectivores as their 
streamlined cousins, but they can catch insects and they do 
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Tree sparrow 

fly en-mass when feeding. Simply pop down to your local 
cornfield and in one corner or another you’re likely to dis¬ 
turb a house sparrow or two (alas, you need to be very lucky 
to disturb a tree sparrow or two), feasting on the ripening 
seed. Walk further on and you may find yourself enveloped 
in a whir of hundreds of wings as a flock of several dozen 
sparrows rise from the corn stems and dart back into the 
nearby hedge. 

The flocks of thousands of birds are long gone, but August’s 
spectacle is still a heartening sight to see; long may it continue.

Hadron 
Collider 
visit for 
students 

A-LEVEL students from 
across Shropshire have 
returned from a four-day 
visit to Geneva to see the 
Large Hadron Collider. 

The teenagers from Wal- 
ford and North Shropshire 
College and Ludlow College 
got to see the workings of the 
machine just days after sci¬ 
entists had discovered the 
Higgs-Boson or so called 
God-particle at CERN, the 
world’s biggest particle- 
physics laboratory. 

They also took in a num¬ 
ber of science museums in 
the area including the 
Museum of the History of 
Science, the Swiss Natural 
History Museum, and the 
Globe of Science and Innova¬ 
tion which houses the Uni¬ 
verse of Particles exhibition. 

The group also visited the 
Jardin Botaniques which 
showed the medical and 
industrial uses of the dis¬ 
played plants. Time was also 
built in to the visit to allow 
for sightseeing around 
Geneva, home to the United

Memories of hospital fire

TODAY the Robert Jones and 
Agnes Hunt Hospital near 
Oswestry is a gleaming show¬ 
piece with a newly revamped 
entrance. 

But this picture shows a time when the 
hospital’s story almost came to an end after 
a blaze left parts of the building a fire- 
blackened ruin. 

That was on the night of January 27, 
1948. Looking through some of the burnt 
food from the stores the following morning 
are Mrs Win Davies, of St Martins, and 
some of her colleagues from the domestic 
staff. 

They are, from left: Mrs Davies 
(matron’s maid), ward maids Winnie Free¬ 
man, Edith Jones and Mary Morgan, and 
Mrs Davies’ sister-in-law Lena Davies, who 
worked in the kitchen as a cook.

Happily there were no casualties in the 
fire and the hospital rose from the ashes to 
become today’s centre of excellence. 

Here is how that dramatic night was 
reported in a contemporary newspaper (the 
Wellington Journal & Shrewsbury News of 
January 31, 1948): “Within a few hours on 
Tuesday night fire laid a large portion of 
Shropshire Orthopaedic Hospital near 
Oswestry in ruins. 

“Nurses and helpers, by their prompt¬ 
ness and speed, saved the whole of the 500 
to 600 patients before the fire reached their 
wards. It was a rapid and devastating fire. 

“While the flames lighting up the sky 
mounted to more than 50ft and falling 
woodwork marked the onward progress of 
the fire along the wards, the nurses and 
helpers pushed the beds, with their patients 
in them, into the roads and lined the beds up 
in pouring rain. 

“Mackintoshes and waterproof sheets 
were placed over the beds as far as possible. 

“Meanwhile officials were busy organis¬ 
ing the reception of the patients at the Der-

Memorial plan to honour 
19th century war heroes

VOLUNTEERS behind Oswestry 
Town Museum are working to cre¬ 
ate a memorial to those who 
fought in the wars of the 1800s. 

Members of the new museum, in Bailey 
Head, have launched a 2012 project to 
remember the men who fought in the Penin¬ 
sular War, the Battle of Waterloo and the 
Crimean War. 

Museum spokesman Mark Hignett said 
the idea was to provide one public commem¬ 
orative memorial within the town and three 
individually framed rolls of honour, one for 
each of the three campaigns. 

Part of the project also includes a booklet 
with known details of each soldier, their 
rank, regiment and where possible a potted 
history of their lives and military service. 

Mr Hignett wants to see it created before 
2014 and ideally be in place by next March, 
the museum’s first birthday. He estimated it 
would cost more than £5,000. 

He gave a presentation to town councillors 
who agreed to support the project in princi¬ 
ple. Town mayor Martin Bennett suggested 
project members should send in an official 
application for a grant. 

Mr Hignett said volunteers have already 
been fundraising. “We shall continue,” he 
said. “We have already got £600. We weren’t 
asking the council for any money, just sup¬ 
port. If they want to give money that’s fine. 

“The meeting seemed to go well. The idea 
of the memorial is for educational purposes. 
It is our 2012 project for the museum.” 

He added: “We welcome the support of the 
town council.” 

Mr Hignett said he would like the memo¬ 
rial to be made of slate and has ideas of put¬ 
ting it in the entrance of Cae Glas Park, but 
will have to ask permission first. 

He said he was also pleased to learn that 
the museum has seen nearly 3,000 visitors 
through its doors.

LOCAL parish registers dat¬ 
ing back to the 16th Century 
have been published online 
as part of a Wales-wide proj¬ 
ect. 

The project which has 
taken around five years to 
finish, has been carried out 
with the permission of the 
Church in Wales and 
includes records from 13 
Welsh Archive Services. 

In total around 893,000 
images, containing nine mil¬ 
lion baptisms, marriages 
and burials from across 
Wales have been digitised by 
Family Search International 
and put on www.findmypast. 
co.uk - access to all the 
online images and indexes 
for Wales will be free at 
Powys archives and at all 
county libraries. 

Catherine Richards, prin¬ 
cipal officer for museums 
and archives at the Powys 
county council, said: “We are 
very excited to make our 
parish registers available 
online.” 

Comments were often 
added on causes of death or 
other interesting events. For 
example on September 8, 
1775, Llywel parish register 
records an earthquake. 

In the Llanfihangel Cwm 
Du register it says on Sep¬ 
tember 16, 1809, John 

Andrews “died of a mortifi¬ 
cation in his privities in con¬ 
sequence of his having sat on 
a toad”.

The gas locker is well situated and the elec¬ 
tricity point is situated on the offside and easy 
to operate whenever you can find a place to 
park up for the night.

130HD with a 2.2 litre Multijet engine proved a 
challenge, particularly on the narrow roads of 
West and South Wales. But it was refreshing to 
see motoring etiquette still exists on the Wales 
coast with drivers readily giving way whenever 
possible.

unit conveniently located at around knee level. 

There’s a large sink and ample workspace 
available. 

The cutlery drawer is in a tall cupboard just 
by the entrance door and probably the most 
inconvenient feature of the whole vehicle. 

There are impressive amounts of storage 
under the settee, but no door on the outside to 
access stored items such as waterpipes, mean¬ 
ing you have to drag or carry them through the 
vehicle. Storage space is also plentiful at eye 
level on both sides of the vehicle. 

The cab is comfortable and pretty well 
appointed with easy access to all the controls. 

And despite its size the Autoquest handles well 
with the driver and passenger getting good 
views from their high positions. 

Fuel consumption was disappointing with 
rough figures of around 25mpg during a week’s 
motoring, though you do have to take into 
account that most of that was on country roads 
so better figures would be easy to reach. 

Buying a campervan is a huge commitment 
and suits a very definite lifestyle with prices 
high. But the vehicles have a nice habit of 
retaining their price so you won’t lose too much 
when it’s time to sell or trade in.

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A king of the off-road 


IF you have deep pockets and you require 
a large estate car with four-wheel drive, 
the option to meander off-road and a qual¬ 
ity brand, then there really is only one 
option and that is the new Audi A6 All¬ 
road. 

Audi has honed 4-wheel drive quattro drive trains to per¬ 
fection and the A6 Allroad with its air suspension is a 
dependable, go anywhere product. 

This is the seventh generation and it differs from its sib¬ 
ling, the Avant estate, in several ways. 

It has flared wings front and rear and stainless steel 
underguards at the front and the back of the vehicle should 
you dare to take this vehicle seriously off-road. 

The tradition with Allroad is that the wheel arches, 
bumpers, and extended sills are created in a contrasting 
colour, although if you wish you can order them in body 
colour-coordinated paintwork, at an extra cost. 

The A6 has extended use of aluminium for its body, this 
reduces weight and therefore decreases running costs. 

Audi suggests that by this, and also the engineers tweak¬ 
ing the various engine derivatives, that possibly 20 per cent 
lower emissions have been achieved. 

The designers of the all-new Allroad have, in my opinion, 
smoothed the 



vehicle’s exterior and made it look not so much an off- 
roader as more a Grand Tourer. 

The interior of the new vehicle is typically Audi. By that 
I mean there is an air of quality and which makes it a superb 
environment to be cocooned in. 

It is curvaceous, it is luxurious. The leather and the 
stitching and the pipe work were all perfect with no blem¬ 
ishes anywhere. 

The instrumentation is complex and involved, but if this 
was to be your Grand Tourer or your office you would soon 
become used to it. Audi aficionados will be happy that they 
have adopted the policy of if it isn’t broken let’s not try and 
reinvent the 

interior. 

There is plenty of space and the ability to multi-adjust the 
steering wheel and driver’s seat means almost any size 
driver will be able to get comfortable. 

The rear of the vehicle is comfy, certainly two huge six- 
footers could be accommodated without any problems. Boot 
space is reasonably generous and I liked the inclusion of 
points in the back of the vehicle to attach straps or a cargo 
net to properly secure your luggage. 

Expand 

The 60/40 split seats can expand the luggage capacity, 
however they don’t fold completely flat and are a bit awk¬ 
ward if you have huge amounts of luggage to move. 

The Allroad’s major attraction is its off-road facility and 
the wonderful air suspension which allows you to raise or 
lower the vehicle depending on the terrain. 

The vehicle can be lowered by 15mm if you are doing high 
speed motoring and raised by 35 mm at the push of a but¬ 
ton when you venture off-road and need that extra 
clearance. It has a hill descent function for when 
you adventure downhill and the terrain is a lit- 
tie bit slippy The system will help and 
limit the speed depending on 
the surface that you are 
driving on. 

The power options are 
a choice of four V6 
. engines, a 3-litre V6 
9IC 24 $1 petrol or three V6 
1 diesels, which are also 
3-litre with a choice of 
power outputs ranging 
from 201 to a mind-blow¬ 
ing 306 bhp. This translates 
to stunning performance fig¬

ures for this type of vehicle. Audi engineers have worked 
hard on the engines and the 3-litre diesel entry-level 204 
bhp has claimed fuel figures in the mid 40s and has a sur¬ 
prisingly lowish 159gm of C02. This has to be a bonus for 
this size and type of vehicle. 

The transmission is a dual clutch automatic seven- 
speed and this is available with optional paddles on the 
steering wheel. 

Of course quattro means permanent four-wheel drive 
and this always tells you that the vehicle dynamics are 
going to be excellent with a reassuring feel in a variant of 
driving conditions both on and off road. 

Although one has to ask, how often will this vehicle ven¬ 
ture off road other than a slightly damp wet field, because 
it is rarely going to be exploiting its true potential. 

The opportunity to try two Allroad models back-to-back 
is a really good comparison. Both were 3-litre diesels - a 
313bhp and a more comfortable 245 bhp. 

Both had automatic transmissions and really the per¬ 
formance from both engines was very similar. 

The higher performance engine leapt forward and 
required less gear changing for overtakes but all in all 
there isn’t a hugely discernible difference between the two 
vehicles. 


Both performed admirably on wet, greasy, slippery 
roads and the small tracks that we ventured on showed 
that Audi’s four-wheel drive system is superb. 

Audi are the masters of speccing up vehicles and the 
extras list price can be horrific. 

The on-road price of the 3-litre 245bhp vehicle that we 
had the privilege to test was £44,690 on the road but the 
actual vehicle we drove would have needed a cheque for 
£65,000. 

Over £20,000 of extras can be included, such as mar¬ 
ginally under £2,500 for 20-inch alloy wheels. These 
would never ever appear on my list because I believe 20- 
inch wheels spoil the handling of most vehicles and give 
a very rough and uncomfortable ride. 

Just over £2,000 allows you to have 
all-LED headlamps including a high beam system: the 
figures go on and on. 

The A6 Allroad will continue to attract purchasers who 
like the brand, who like the ambience of its interior, who 
like the quality of its manufacturer and also like a vehicle 
that is understated. 

The A6 Allroad range varies in price from £43,150 to 
£49,445.

Saints bowed out of the Champions League, 
losing 3-0 to a steely Helsingborgs side stung 
by criticism from their first leg display. 

Having held the Allsvenskan champions 0-0 at 
Park Hall, the Saints travelled to Sweden for the 
return with realistic hope of causing an upset at the 
Olympia Stadium as they looked to progress to the 
third qualifying round. 

But they made the worst possible start in front of a 5,613 
crowd when going behind after just eight minutes as 
defender Walid Atta nodded in from point blank range fol¬ 
lowing Jere Uronen’s right wing corner. 

After that, it was always going to be a big ask for TNS 
against a Swedish side with a fine European pedigree, which 
saw them reach the Champions League group stages in 
2000, while holding German giants Bayern Munich to a 
draw that season. 

“We knew it was going to be tough in the second leg, but 
we weren’t good enough in the first half an hour of the 
game,” admitted TNS director of football Craig Harrison. 

Having been criticised for their somewhat lacklustre first 
leg performance last week, Helsingborgs looked far more 
purposeful in the return and took the game to the Welsh 
Premier champions. 

Buoyed by their early breakthrough, Alfred Finnbogason 
was inches wide of extending the home lead with a shot from 
a left wing cross, before TNS, after a shaky start, enjoyed a 
promising spell as they battled to get back into the game. 

First, last season’s top scorer Greg Draper was unable to 
take advantage after being put through by Alex Darlington, 
and Craig Jones then embarked on a weaving run through 
the home defence before feeding Kiwi striker Draper, whose 
shot flew inches wide. 

Breakthrough 

However, hopes of getting back into the tie faded once the 
Swedes bagged a second goal on 27 minutes when a Mattias 
Lindstrom cross was only half cleared by full-back Simon 
Spender and forward Thomas Sorum stabbed home the 
loose ball. 

It could have been three before half-time but Saints 
keeper Paul Harrison came to the rescue when rushing to 
the edge of his box to clear from the lively Sorum who was 
clean through. 

Darlington had an opening early in the second half for the 
Oswestry visitors, but the home defence cleared after a fum¬ 
ble by keeper Par Hansson, while Helsingborgs should have 
increased their lead on 65 minutes but Finnbogason headed 
narrowly over the bar from an inviting Lindstrom cross. 

With time running out, TNS substitute Ryan Fraughan 
created an opportunity for himself but fired well over the 
bar in his side’s last meaningful attack. 

And it was the home side who had the last word when 
sealing a convincing win in the last minute as May 
Mahlangu went on an incisive midfield run and provided 
the pass for Brazilian sub Alvaro Santos to lob expertly into 
the far corner.

1. The World Record for the largest display of 
potato varieties was 589 types on the Three 
Counties Potatoes display at the Shrewsbury 
Flower Show in 2004. 

2. The Show has another world record to its 
name - it was officially recognised by Guin¬ 
ness Book of Records in 2005 as the ‘the 
world’s longest-running flower show held in 
the same location’. 

3. The advent of the First and Second World 
Wars meant the Show was halted for twelve 
years in total. 

4. In 2007, the Flower Show enjoyed a Royal 
year, as Princess Alexandra, the Queen’s first 
cousin, took up the Shropshire Horticultural 
Society presidency and figure-headed that 
year’s event. 

5. In 1881 entertainment included Bon Bon 
the tightrope walker, whose 150 ft long 
tightrope stood 40 ft above the crowds.

Sightings 
of UFOS 
revealed 
in report 

A SHROPSHIRE UFO 
investigator has urged peo¬ 
ple to look at the latest batch 
of sightings released by the 
Government. 

But Darren Perks said he 
still believed that some of 
the X Files were being kept 
under wraps. 

Newly released files have 
been put online on the 
National Archives website, 
including details about pos¬ 
sible UFO sightings in Cos- 
ford, Wem and Shrewsbury. 

The incidents include a 
witness describing a series of 
lights in a circle in the sky 
after leaving the Co-op store 
in Welshpool Road, Shrews¬ 
bury in November 2007. 

Other incidents include a 
police helicopter reporting a 
circular object in the sky 
above Wem in 1999 and a 
UFO incident in Cosford in 
1993. 

Mr Perks, founder of the 
UFO Shropshire group, 
said: “While I approve of 
these new file releases by the 
MoD, it still does not justify 
the authorities covering up 
information on this subject. 

“It is clear that some files 
have not been released and 
we will probably never see 
the day that they are. 

“Those files are the ones 
with all the answers, and the 
British UFO mystery just 
gets bigger and bigger.”

TALES OF POPULAR former Shrewsbury bobby Jack Stone just keep 
rolling in - but, in contrast, nobody seems to remember his name¬ 
sake, a different Jack Stone who served in the Home Guard in the 
county town.

son David, who lives in 
Malvern. 

“He is the shortest of 
all of them - and he was 
6ft lins. There was a 6ft 
height limit, and the oth¬ 
ers were four or five 
inches taller than him. 

“He was a very well-loved 
man. Everywhere you went 
in town, people would come 
and talk to him.” 

War 

David, who is 77, said: “He 
was Jack Stone. I never 
heard anyone call him 
Smiler, but he was known as 
Smiler.” 

The family lived at 
Caradoc in Sundorne Road, 
and Jack seems to have kept 
an open house. 

“During the war we used 
to have a procession of peo¬ 
ple coming to the house. If 
there was a tramp in the 
town, he would send them 
up to the house and quite 
often when I came home 
from school there was a 


tramp against the wall eat¬ 
ing a piece of cheese.” 

Service personnel, includ¬ 
ing Americans, would also 
be invited round. 

“Dad would say ‘come up 
and see us’. They were all a 
long way from home. One 
night the navy people ran 
over a rabbit on Haughmond 
Hill and came all the way 
back to give it to my mother. 
There was of course 
rationing of meat.” 

His father had a fascinat¬ 
ing life story. A Londoner, he 
was born on the border of 
Deptford and Greenwich. 

“He didn’t have a Cockney 
accent, unless you spoke to 
him on the phone.” 

Coming from a naval fam¬ 
ily, he went into the Royal 
Navy, and then the Royal 
Naval Air Service and ulti¬ 
mately the RAF, serving in 
216 Squadron as a Lewis 
gunner in a giant Handley 
Page HP 0400 bomber and 
taking part in raids on Ger¬ 
many, being mentioned in 


dispatches. Afterwards Jack 
worked at the Sentinel 
works in Shrewsbury before 
joining the police in about 
1923. 

Many were the tales of his 
exploits. He was one of a 
number of Shrewsbury Bor¬ 
ough Police officers com¬ 
mended for their bravery in 
trying to rescue the crew of a 
blazing Mosquito aircraft 
which crashed at Berwick 
Road after a mid-air colli¬ 
sion with a Spitfire on May 
31, 1943.

“He also got a commenda¬ 
tion arising from another 
incident in which a farmer 
got drunk or went berserk - 
I’m not sure which - and 
started driving his horse and 
trap around Shrewsbury at 
vast speed.

TIlHO COPS 

hailed for 
‘rescue' 
on bridge 

TWO Shrewsbury police 
officers have been praised 
for their actions after ‘talk¬ 
ing down’ a man threatening 
to jump off a town bridge 
and getting him to safety. 

Constable Chris Baldwin, 
who was off duty at the time, 
and Constable Kevin Payne 
managed to gain the trust of 
the man, who had climbed 
over to the wrong side of the 
railings on Telford Way. 

He eventually agreed to 
come back over to safety and 
was taken to the police sta¬ 
tion, where he was met by 
family and was able to 
receive medical treatment. 

Chief Inspector Dave 
McWilliam, from Shrop¬ 
shire’s Command Team, 
praised the two officers for 
their efforts and said it was 
an example of good police 
work at its best. 

“Neither of the two offi¬ 
cers are formally trained as 
negotiators but between 
them they managed to gain 
the trust of the man, who 
was clearly distressed and 
threatening to jump,” he 
said. 

“Constable Baldwin had 
been driving past when he 
saw the man climb over the 
railings. He stopped and 
dialled 999 before approach¬ 
ing the man. 

“Constable Payne was the 
first on duty officer to arrive 
a few moments later and he 
too began to talk to the man, 
also eventually gaining his 
trust.” 


Supporters backing direct 
rail link to boost tourism 


THE leader of Shrewsbury Town Council has 
backed calls for a direct rail link between 
Shrewsbury and London, claiming it is ‘vital’ 
for the town’s tourism industry. 

Councillor Peter Nutting said he fully endorsed the cam¬ 
paign led by Shrewsbury and Atcham MP Daniel Kawzcyn- 


ski MP to establish a direct 
train service between 
Shrewsbury and London. 

Mr Kawczynski wants 
people to write to Transport 
Secretary Justine Greening 
urging her to make the route 
a priority when deciding 
who should take over county 
rail services. 

He said that it was ‘outra¬ 
geous’ such a service did not 
exist already. 

Transport giants Main 
Line, Virgin, First Group, 
Abeillo, and Keolis are all in 
negotiations to take over the 
15-year franchise for the 
West Coast Main Line, 
which would tir in with any 
direct link from Shrewsbury. 

A decision will be made 
this month, and county rep¬ 
resentatives have been 
pressing for whoever gets 
the contract to be made to 
re-introduce a Shropshire to 
London route. 

Councillor Nutting said 
securing the link would 
‘open up’ Shrewsbury and 
other towns to thousands 
more visitors. 

He said: “Shrewsbury is 
the county town of Shrop¬ 
shire and an important 
regional centre for both

Shropshire and Mid Wales 
providing many financial 
and commercial services for 
a huge geographical area. 

“The town is also leading 
the way in tourism promo¬ 
tion for the whole of Shrop¬ 
shire and having a direct rail 
link to the capital is a vital 
part of getting people to visit 
the area.”

I never cease to wonder at just how people can 
afford the luxury of owning these magnificently 
impressive vehicles but on a recent week’s test 
drive it was evident that numbers are growing 
and probably slowly overtaking mobile caravan 
sales. 



Getting to grips with a Peugeot Autoquest 
130HD with a 2.2 litre Multijet engine proved a 
challenge, particularly on the narrow roads of 
West and South Wales. But it was refreshing to 
see motoring etiquette still exists on the Wales 
coast with drivers readily giving way whenever 
possible. 

The Autoquest is a typical British design 



with rear-end kitchen, two-berth bedding and 
an extra space for two above the driver’s cab. 
The overhead space though would prove claus¬ 
trophobic to all but the young or very small. 

Toilet and shower facilities are on the offside 
and although every effort has been made to 
make use of every inch of space it is still a 
cramped area. 

The fresh-water tank is underslung and 
really could do with being bigger while the 
waste-water tank is mounted behind the rear 
axle. 

Offside 

The gas locker is well situated and the elec¬ 
tricity point is situated on the offside and easy 
to operate whenever you can find a place to 
park up for the night. 

The door opens on to an entrance area, with 
the kitchen on the right and a TV stand/dresser 
on the left. From the door, a corridor runs 
through the van to the cab and there’s a light, 
airy interior. 

Dinettes with settees facing them have com¬ 
fortable cushions that should provide enough 
support for lounging and a single-leg table clips 
to the wall and stows securely in the wardrobe 
when the lounge double bed is made up. 

The Autoquest has a roomy kitchen with 
ample storage areas and lots of light. There’s a 
three-burner hob and a small oven and grill

unit conveniently located at around knee level. 
There’s a large sink and ample workspace 
available. 

The cutlery drawer is in a tall cupboard just 
by the entrance door and probably the most 
inconvenient feature of the whole vehicle. 

There are impressive amounts of storage 
under the settee, but no door on the outside to 
access stored items such as waterpipes, mean¬ 
ing you have to drag or carry them through the 
vehicle. Storage space is also plentiful at eye 
level on both sides of the vehicle. 

The cab is comfortable and pretty well 
appointed with easy access to all the controls. 
And despite its size the Autoquest handles well 
with the driver and passenger getting good 
views from their high positions. 

Fuel consumption was disappointing with 
rough figures of around 25mpg during a week’s 
motoring, though you do have to take into 
account that most of that was on country roads 
so better figures would be easy to reach. 

Buying a campervan is a huge commitment 
and suits a very definite lifestyle with prices 
high. But the vehicles have a nice habit of 
retaining their price so you won’t lose too much 
when it’s time to sell or trade in.

The A6 has extended use of aluminium for its body, this 
reduces weight and therefore decreases running costs. 

Audi suggests that by this, and also the engineers tweak¬ 
ing the various engine derivatives, that possibly 20 per cent 
lower emissions have been achieved. 

The designers of the all-new Allroad have, in my opinion, 
smoothed the vehicle’s exterior and made it look not so 
much an off-roader as more a Grand Tourer. 

The interior of the new vehicle is typically Audi. By that 
I mean there is an air of quality and which makes it a superb 
environment to be cocooned in. 

It is curvaceous, it is luxurious. The leather and the 
stitching and the pipe work were all perfect with no blem¬ 
ishes anywhere. 

The instrumentation is complex and involved, but if this 
was to be your Grand Tourer or your office you would soon 
become used to it. Audi aficionados will be happy that they 
have adopted the policy of if it isn’t broken let’s not try and 
reinvent the interior.

There is plenty of space and the ability to multi-a 
steering wheel and driver’s seat means almost 
driver will be able to get comfortable. 

The rear of the vehicle is comfy, certainly two huge six- 
footers could be accommodated without any problems. Boot 
space is reasonably generous and I liked the inclusion of 
points in the back of the vehicle to attach straps or a cargo 
net to properly secure your luggage. 

The 60/40 split seats can expand the luggage capacity, 
however they don’t fold completely flat and are a bit awk¬ 
ward if you have huge amounts of luggage to move. 

The Allroad’s major attraction is its off-road facility and 
the wonderful air suspension which allows you to raise or 
lower the vehicle depending on the terrain. 

The vehicle can be lowered by 15mm if you are doing high

speed motoring and raised by 35 mm at the push of a button 
when you venture off-road and need that extra clearance. It 
has a hill descent function for when you adventure downhill 
and the terrain is a little bit slippy The system will help and 
limit the speed depending on the surface that you are driv¬ 
ing on. 

The power options are a choice of four V6 engines, a 3- 
litre V6 petrol or three V6 diesels, which are also 3-litre with 
a choice of power outputs ranging from 201 to a mind-blow¬ 
ing 306 bhp. This translates to stunning performance fig¬ 
ures for this type of vehicle. Audi engineers have worked 
hard on the engines and the 3-litre diesel entry-level 204 
bhp has claimed fuel figures in the mid 40s and has a sur¬ 
prisingly lowish 159gm of C02. This has to be a bonus for 
this size and type of vehicle. 

The transmission is a dual clutch automatic 
seven-speed and this is available with optional pad¬ 
dles on the steering wheel. 

Of course quattro means permanent four- 
wheel drive and this always tells you that 
the vehicle dynamics are going 
to be excellent with a reas¬ 
suring feel in a variant of 
driving conditions both 
R on and off road.

The opportunity to try two Allroad models back-to-back 
is a really good comparison. Both were 3-litre diesels - a 
313bhp and a more comfortable 245 bhp. 

Both had automatic transmissions and really the per¬ 
formance from both engines was very similar. 

The higher performance engine leapt forward and 
required less gear changing for overtakes but all in all there 
isn’t a hugely discernible difference between the two vehi¬ 
cles. 

Both performed admirably on wet, greasy, slippery roads 
and the small tracks that we ventured on showed that 
Audi’s four-wheel drive system is superb. 

Audi are the masters of speccing up vehicles and the 
extras list price can be horrific. 

The on-road price of the 3-litre 245bhp vehicle that we 
had the privilege to test was £44,690 on the road but the 
actual vehicle we drove would have needed a cheque for 
£65,000. 

Over £20,000 of extras can be included, such as margin¬ 
ally under £2,500 for 20-inch alloy wheels. These would 
never ever appear on my list because I believe 20-inch 
wheels spoil the handling of most vehicles and give a very 
rough and uncomfortable ride. 

Just over £2,000 allows you to have 
all-LED headlamps including a high beam system: the fig¬ 
ures go on and on. 

The A6 Allroad will continue to attract purchasers who 
like the brand, who like the ambience of its interior, who like 
the quality of its manufacturer and also like a vehicle that 
is understated. 

The A6 Allroad range varies in price from £43,150 to 
£49,445. 


Workhorse shoulders the load 



The new Transit Custom can swap from work vehicle to people carrier 


THE all-new Ford Transit Cus¬ 
tom introduces a new level of 
load-carrying ability to the 
one-tonne van segment with 
more space, more convenience 
and a range of innovative fea¬ 
tures. 

Beneath its exterior, the new model 
remains true to its Transit heritage by 
offering class-leading load volume, 
together with a carefully improved load 
space designed to be versatile and practi¬ 
cal.

Particular attention was given to the 
detailed design of the bulkhead and body- 
sides to increase the size and practicality of 
the load space.

• An easily cleaned floor liner offers 
enhanced durability and simple cleaning. 
Similar to the load-bed liner in a pickup 
truck, the sealed load liner is constructed of 
immensely strong material, and tailored to 
the shape of the floor, extending up to a 
height of 80mm around the sides of the load 
area. Not only is the liner easy to mop or 
sponge clean, it protects the steel floor from 
damage during loading and unloading. 

• Ultra-bright LED lighting gives 
brighter lighting in the load box, such as 
when using the cargo area as a work space, 
with high output from four high-perfor¬ 
mance LED units. 

Punishing test regime 

From rigorous computer-based simula¬ 
tions, through Ford’s stringent commercial 
vehicle test regimes on test rigs and proving 
grounds, to trials with customer fleets, 
Ford’s all-new Transit Custom has been 
pushed to the limit in testing. 

Before the vehicle goes on sale, test vans 
will have been driven the equivalent of three 
million miles, including at least 250,000 
miles with Transit customers.

The new Honda CR-V 


CR-V set for 
showrooms 


HONDA has revealed images and further 
information on the new European CR-V due to 
be launched in the UK this October. 

For the first time, the CR-V will be offered with a 
choice of both two- and four-wheel drive on the 2.0 
i-VTEC model, while improvements to the petrol and 2.2 
i-DTEC diesel engines have achieved a significant reduc¬ 
tion in carbon dioxide emissions. 

The new CR-V will be in UK showrooms from October 
2012 and it will continue to be built at Honda’s produc¬ 
tion facility in Swindon. 

With the rear seats folded flat, the boot capacity of the 
CR-V has grown by 148 litres to 1,648 litres and with the 
seats folded up, the boot capacity is a capacious 589 
litres. 

Increased 

The load length has been increased by 140mm to 
1,570mm, while the height of the load lip has been 
reduced by 25mm to make it easier to load heavy or awk¬ 
ward items. The boot of the CR-V can now accommodate 
two mountain bikes or four sets of golf clubs. 

The addition of a keyless entry system and the power 
tailgate make it easier to use the boot space and 
improves its practicality. Within Honda’s global CR-V 
line-up, this power tailgate is unique to the European 
market. 

Adoption of a flat underfloor and sculptured wheel- 
arches have smoothed the air flow under the car, while a 
longer roof combined with aerodynamically optimised 
front bumper and rear spoiler help to manage the air 
flow over the body. 

The result is a reduction in the drag coefficient by 6.5 
per cent compared with the current CR-V to the benefit 
of performance, fuel consumption and exhaust emis-

Volvo is putting a lot into its attack on 
the segment where the top five - Ford 
Focus, VW Golf, Vauxhall Astra, Audi A3 
and BMW 1 Series - account for 66 per cent 
of total sales. 

Duncan Forrester, Volvo’s head of public 
affairs, says the marque only has to take 
five per cent of these customers to sell 
10,000 units a year. And he believes it will 
take more. 

“There is space for a new entrant in this 
marketplace 

and we believe this car has what it takes to 
make inroads into it,” he said. 

This all-new car comes with new and 
improved features from the larger family 
members and includes City Safety as stan¬ 
dard, collision warning and pedestrian 
detection on the safety front along with 
the world’s first pedestrian airbag fitted as 
standard, which is the next step towards 
the manufacturer’s target that no-one 
should be killed or injured in a new Volvo 
by 2020. 



There are three different diesel engines, 
and three petrol engines. They include a 
1.6 diesel, which gives a class-leading C02 
figure of 94g/km (equivalent to 78.5mpg on 
the combined cycle), a sporty 177hp 2.0- 
litre five-cylinder diesel, and the high per¬ 
formance T5 petrol, good for 254hp.

Fuel duty delay is short-term relief 



An increase in fuel duty has been put on hold, but for how long? 



SO the mighty have spoken 
and we get to keep a few more 
pounds in our pockets for 
another day. 

News that the latest fuel duty price hike 
has been postponed will please anyone who 
has to dig deep to keep a car on the road. 

Of course, like so many times before, this 
is merely a stay of execution for our bank 
balances. 

As far as making you feel grateful, this 
now regular political pantomime is up there 
with narrowly avoiding having to sit next to 
the rowdy hen party on a budget flight to 
Spain. 

Maybe not this time, but you’ll eventually 
have to witness copious consumption of 
alcohol, ear-splitting cackling and getting 
poked in the ribs with those angel wing 
appendages that appear to be all the rage 
with soon-to-be-married twentysome- 
things. 

It’s the same deal with fuel duty; we may 
not have to pay the planned extra 3p now but 
there’s always next year when politicians 
need to fill yet another bailout-sized hole in 
the coffers. 

Cynical? Me? Of course I am. 

I’m not so naive that I believe every single 
penny spent at the pump goes on the road 


network, but I do resent that on the one hand 
we can be branded as polar-bear killers for 
even considering driving to the shops, yet if 
it weren’t for that so-called irresponsible 
behaviour, the Treasury would be much 
poorer. 

But here’s the elephant in the room: 
what happens when the tax income from 
motoring isn’t enough to fill the Treas¬ 
ury’s black hole? 

In reality, it’s happening already, with the 
generous tax breaks for cars with low C02 
and fuel consumption ratings. With more 
cars qualifying for free road tax, the 
money’s got to come from somewhere. 

Fancy an electric car? Don’t bank on low- 
cost electricity for ever if more people jump 
on the EV bandwagon. That’s a ‘fuel’ beg¬ 
ging to be taxed if the future sees an increase 
in battery-powered vehicles. 

And with the Government expected to 
rejig the current vehicle excise duty system, 
buying a sub-lOOg/km C02 car will no 
longer guarantee you tax-free motoring. 

The current announcement is cause for 
nothing more than a muted cheer, and such 
generosity from Westminster is likely to be 
in short supply as new and more complex 
ways are devised to generate revenue. 

Of course, there’s always the chance politi¬ 
cians will scrap the whole system and go 
down the ‘pay as you drive’ route and add a 
whole heap of tax to fuel. 

If you think 3p is a lot now, you’re in for a 
big shock.

DEVASTATED Shrewsbury judo star 
Danny Williams admits it will take time to 
get over the disappointment of his brave 
first round exit at the Olympics, writes 
STUART DUNN. 

The former Meole Brace School pupil 
was holding his own against highly rated 
Rasul Boqiev of Tajikistan before losing by 
Ippon with just 21 seconds of the contest at 
London’s ExCel Centre remaining. 

Williams, aged 23, looked well on course 
to take the fight against a man who 
secured a bronze medal at the 2008 
Olympics in Beijing to golden score when 
Boqiev produced the decisive move with 
the initial five minutes nearly up. 

“I had a game plan and I stuck to it, ” said 


Williams, who competed for Team GB in 
the under-73kg class. “It worked well for 
four and a half minutes but I got caught. 
That’s judo. 

“I’m a bit gutted at the moment but I’ll 
reflect on things.” 

Proud 

Williams was watched in London by a 
host of family members, among them 
mother Becki and grandparents David and 
Sue who all travelled to the capital from 
Shrewsbury. 

David told the Chronicle: “The whole 
family were very proud of the way Danny 
fought and the experience of the occasion 
was magnificent.” 

Williams’s coach Luke Preston, origi¬ 


nally from Ellesmere, added the local lad 
can look towards the future with optimism 
and that the next Olympics in Rio in 2016 
was a definite target. 

“He can build towards Rio now,” 
stressed Preston. “He will be at the peak of 
his powers for the Rio Olympics and the 
Commonwealth Games. 

“It will hurt him now but just being here 
is a learning experience. 

“When he’s had time to reflect he did 
well and did all the right things. With judo 
the tables can turn quickly. 

“Most of the time Danny dominated the 
fight and did everything he could but with 
judo it’s a split second thing and it’s fin¬ 
ished.”

TOWN STRONGER

He said: “I hoped that I 
would be next in line but I 
never took anything for 
granted although I have 
scored consistent runs in all 
forms of the game to earn 
this chance. 

“I’ve always backed 
myself to play at the highest 
level and even though I’m 
young I’ve played a lot of 
cricket and I’ve got a lot of 
runs behind me. 

“Playing at Headingley 
would be a very proud 
moment for me but nothing 
has happened yet, I’m just 
one step closer and waiting 
for the nod and the opportu¬ 
nity to help England to get 
back into the series.”
